Quite recently I saw the ad- 
vertisement of a book that was 
soon tobe published entitled 
“A Definite Program.”

As far as I have been able to 
learn this man is almost one by 
himself in the work of his dis- 
covered church, and while he is 
flauntingly addressing himself 
to all that will pay any attention 
to him there seems to be no 
adherents to his faith.

I suppose he thinks he wiil 
succeed after a while if he will 
peiseveie in his efforts, but he 
does not seem to know that his 
prozraw. is not endorsed by the 
BiLie and the Holy Ghost. 

I have never heard of any

worth nothing. Such programs 
would be meaningless. At the 
close it would be nothing more 
to the people than a shadow. 
A program for entertain- 
ment with no definite pur- 
pose in view is like a cloud with- 
out rain. There is no refresh- 
ment. It is all a myth. And 
to have an interesting program 
there must be something more 
to it than mere play. The proph- 
et Hosea said “Hphraim also is 
like a silly dove, without heart, 
because he called for Egypt and 
Assyria to help him in time of 
war. But such hired warriors 
have no object in view, they 
have no interest because there 
is nothing to gain. 

But I know of an interesting 
program. It has life in it. It 
is attractive. It is commanding 
the attention of its thousands. 
Many are trying to pull the heart 
out of it and are hurling plenty 
of criticism at it as the days 
roll by. But on the other hand 
it has its thousands of admirers 
who are enthusiastic over its 
performances, and the multi- 
tudes are attracted by it. This 
program is given by inspiration 
and authorized by the greatest 
personage that ever trod this 
earth. 

This program has for its hero 
the Lord Jesus Christ. This is 
enough to make it interesting.

And why not rejotce and feel 
honored? Doubtless many are 
envious and jealous like San- 
ballat and Tobiah, but the work 
must not cease to pacify their 
whimsical notions. Twelve 
years ago while engaged in a 
great meeting where the power 
was falling and souls were be- 
ing swept into the pentecostal 
experiences by the scores a 
gentleman sent me a challenge 
to meet him in joint discussion 
or debate on the subject that 
was attracting the attention of 
hundreds and perhaps. thou- 
sands. I merely replied that I 
was discussing the subject every 
night at the tent and I did not 
need his assistance. After sev- 
eral unsuccessful’ efforts to 
draw me away from the big 
revival he finally came to the 
tent and boldly announced a 
public meeting at the court- 
house when he expected to 
speak in contradictory terms 
and prove by the Bible I was 
wrong. After he made his an- 
nouncement the meeting went 
on as if he had never spoken a 
word. I was told afterward 
that the first night he had a 
congregation of six, I think it 
was, and the second night three 
and the third he was left alone. 
While he was barking around 
like a little fiste-dog trying to 
scare up something to draw 
followers after him the program 
was in full blast down at the 
tent. 

The fact that ths program 
moves n in its fulfillment a- 
gainst aj! opposition is evidence 
that it is of divine origin. Its 
enemies have tried to sidetrack 
it and blotch it and splotch it 
and talk against it to keep peo- 
ple away from it, but all their 
efforts have been in vain.

not the amount called for—it 
is not the amount we had to 
have by the tenth, but it is e- 
nough to help us hold the de- 
mands at bay for a few days. 
It was four thousand five hun- 
dred dollars that was wanted by 
the tenth, it was five thousand 
called for, but I guess we did 
well to get the two thousand 
(round numbers) at one drive. 
I think it is a great victory to 
get even this amount in such a 
short period of time and at such 
a time as this. 

But we must have some more 
help in order to meet the imfme- 
diate demands. This help will 
have to come within a few days 
from the date of this issue of 
the Evangel. I am doing my 
best, but can’t do the work a- 
lone. You are standing by me 
nobly, and I am sure you will 
continue to do so. But I have- 
n’t the heart to ask you for an- 
other dollar as I feel you have 
all done your very best. But 
what amI todo? You all 
have your obligations to meet 
and I don’t want to interfere 
with your plans. But this work 
belongs to all of us, and we are 
obliged to do something. 


. The Church here at Cleveland 


feels under double obligations 
because the great building is 
here. They are showing their 
appreciation of this by con- 
tributirg liberally. In _ this 
drive alone the Church at 
Cleveland has put in six hun- 
dred and fifty eight dollars. 
They hope to make it a thou- 
sand in a few weeks. They du 
not aim to stop at this, they ex- 
pect to keep coming until the 
last penny is paid. 

To meet the present situation 
I am coming to you with anoth- 
er kind of a drive. During the 
world war the government in- 
stituted many plans’ to secure 
money to meet the expenses 0: 
the war. They sold revenue 
stamps, and bonds. We do noc 
expect to make stamps to sell, 
but I believe our people are full 
of patriotism for the Lord and 
His Church, and surely they will 
be willing to loan their surplus 
money at four per cent interest 
for six months or more, or for 
less time at no interest and 
thus tide us over this tremen- 
dous swell. 

Believing you are all willing 
to help us in this crisis, and 
since you have given all you 
feel you are able to give at the 
present time, I am_ going to 
ask that a definite canvass be 
made of every member and give 
them a chance to loan any a- 
mount they feel they can spare 
for a few weeks or months or 
a year or more. This canvass 
can be conducted in a system- 
atic way through the _ pastors 
and the class organizations. 
Let every pastor authorize his 
class leaders to lay the matter 
before each member of their 
respective classes and get the 
amount e2ch one can loan, keep 
an account of every name and 
the amount. Collect the names 
and the amount each one loans 
together and let the pastor ‘or 
treasurer send the whole a- 
mount together, giving the 
name and address of every lend- 
er and the amount, and when 
this arrives at headquarters 
every lender will be furnished 
with a certificate showing the 
amount of the loan, the length 
of time, or indefinite time pay- 
able on demand after any time 
that the lender may decide up- 
on. 

Where the churches are not 
yet organized the canvass can 
be planned by the pastor and 
deacons, or quickly organized 
into classes for the purpose. 
This method will require some 
work, but where the churches 
are organized as authorized by 
the Assembly it will be a very 
easy matter and only take a few 
hours time to get the whole 
work completed. ‘ 

I have heard of a road about 
sixty miles long being built in 
one hour. This was done by 
thorough organization. Men 
were stationed all along the 
line and ever# man had a cer- 
tain amount of work to do. 
When the hour arrived the great 
army of men went at it with all 
their might. The rubbish was 
cleared away, the earth moved, 
the side ditches made, the cul- 
verts put in and the grades all 
made, When the hour was up 
the road was ready for travel. 

I believe we can do as great 
things. There is a period of 


time close at hand when the 
people that know their God 
shall be strong and do exploits 
(Dan. 11:32), and how do we 
know but we are commencing 
the fulfillment of this prophecy 
now? Truly this will be a 
markable deed. Now 
time for the captains over tens, 
fifties, hundreds and thousands 
to get busy. 

I am sure the churches that 
are already organized will re- 
joice because they are ready for 
this great drive. We hope those 
that have been hindered in their 
organization will surmount all 
difficulties, rally their forces 
and get it done so they can take 
part in this great organized 
drive. 

In this drive, if the captains 
find any who want to give, of 
course they can take it and 
send it in as a gift, giving credit 
to the local church or the _ in- 
dividual, which ever is the most 
satisfactory. But the — special

In Paul’s letter to the Roman | 


brethren we find these words, 
“For to this end Christ both 
died, and rose, and revived, that 
he might be Lord both of the 
dead and living.For it is written, 
As I live, saith the Lord, every 
knee shall bow to me, and every 
tongue shall confess to God.” 
Rom. 14:9, 11. 

By a close observation of the 
Word of God we see the pian 
God provided through His Son 
Jesus for the salvation of the 
whole world. We notice from 
our subject that to this end 
Christ both died and rose again 
that he might be Lord both of 
the dead and the living: In the 
next verse Paul says: “‘As it is 
written.’’
